ordinance amending the city 


charter to allow the council to pass 
an ordinance regulating the sprink- 
ling of the streets was 
Introduced 


and given Its first and second reading. 


Tho motion of Alderman Flfield 


that the rules be suspended and 
the 


ordinance given Its third reading and 
put upon Its passage brought out a 
remonstrance .from Alderman Hutch- 
Inson. 
He did not understand the 


crdlrtance and asked to have It refer- 
red. 
Under these conditions Alder- 


.•man Flfleld withdrew his motion. 


President Gllkey, 
explained that 
this ordinance simply amended the 
charter so that the council could pass 
an ordinance regulating the

•sprinkling. 


City Attorney Burpee explained that 


this ordinance did not 
govern the 


sprinkling of ithe streets but put mat- 
ters. In'such shape that the council 
could pass an. ordinance.

A WELL-GUARDED FIREHOUSE.

A' New Yorker who chanced upon 


the house of Truck G of the Jersey.City 
fire department In Wayne street, Jer- 
sey City, found there Something that 
he had never seen In a,fire-house be- 
fore, 
namely, a 
completely ' wire- 


screened bunkroom. every opening. In- 
cluding not only-the windows - and 
doors, but the openings arutind tho 
sliding poles an well, being perfectly 
guarded. 
The screening, of the win- 


dows and door* Is done In the usual 
manner. As to the sliding pole open- 
ings there are placed In them screens 
set horizontally, dividing in the mid- 
dle around the pole and opening down- 
ward on spring hinges. These screens 
open readily under the 
fireman's 


weight and close up Instantly , after 
him .whenjie has pushed.

not awaiting them In' his own or his 
employer's shop. Is by no means a fig- 
ure of the past In New Yprk, but pros- 
pers here still, says the New!'York 
Sun. These barbers are working who 
have acquired a following- of their 
own and flnd customers enough who 
want to.be shaved at home to insure 
them a living. They are able with a 
limited number to get along, as the ex- 
pense Involved is not great. There Is, 
for Instance, no rent, and this makes 
It possible for'a barber to succeed with 
a more limited number of patrons than 
might otherwise be thought necessary. 
The number of these men has greatly 
Increased during the past years and 
they represent the barbers who are 
fearful of undertaking the responsibil- 
ity of their own shops and are yet de- 
sirous of being more Independent than 
.the ordinary employe. -The most suc- 
cessful of these barbers are usually 
more desirably placed than their em- 
ployers.

In connection with the cell of'Hal- 


loway jail whese Earl Russell served 
Ills sentence for bigamy it Is said that 
It was formerly occupied byjthe En- 
glish Journalist, W. T. Stead, and the 
novelist, Edmund H, 'Yates?- The af- 
fairs in which they were engaged, al- 
though they" caused a 
tremendous 


sensation at the time, are'now almost 
forgotten. Stead, It may be remem- 
bered/ was largely In the eye of this 
country about six years ago- as the 
author of a book, "If Christ Should 
Come to Chicago," that was regarded 
as so blasphemous the big news com- 
panies refused to handle It In 1884 
Stead created a remarkable commotion 
by alleging that English society was 
permated by the most horrible Immor- 
ality. A body of gentlemen, composed 
of some of the most eminent In the 
kingdom, sifted his charges and the re- 
sult was that new laws were proposed 
and passed regulating the'subject mat- 
ter of his ^allegations. . In proving 
them, however, Stead wan" guilty "of a 
technical violation of the law, and for 
this he had to undergo prison-de- 
tention for three months. The offense 
for which Yates was Imprisoned)took 
place In 1874 and consisted of an'al- 
leged libel In his newspaper,' the 
World, on thefarl of Lonsdale. While 
not the writer of the article himself 
he refused to divulge the name of Its 
author and so subjected' himself to 
penalty.

Open to 6 p. m, 


MITCHELL 
STILL 
HOPEFUL, 


Mediator* Fall at Conciliation and Set- 


tle in rut Now Kelts With Ntrllce Lender 
—Mitchell Hays the Company Rejected 
Strikers* Proposition. 


Now York, Sept. 6.—All efforts of 


the conciliation committee of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation to settle the 
•steel strike have proved futile. John 
Mitchell, In speaking for the commit- 
tee, last evening, said that both sides 
had rejected all propositions, but that 
he hoped none the less for an "amica- 
ble settlement." 


The United States Steel Corporation 


••served notice on the Amalgamated As- 
sociation that unless the strikers ac- 
cepted the terms of the company by 6 
o'clock this evening, tho Idle union 
mills would be opened with non-un- 
ion men. As Mr. Shaffer and his as- 
sociates said they had no authority to 
settle, the strike this additional time 
•was ask'ed. The advisory board ot. tbe 
association Is holding a meeting to- 
day in Plttaburg. Charles M. Schwab, 
president of the steel corporation, de- 
clined to make any statement, but It 
Is thought that the terms of peace of- 
fered by htm would be accepted. He 
offered to reopen tho Idle union mills 
as union plants, with the understand- 
ing that former union mills which the 
corporation had succeeded In opening 
.should remain non-union. Mr. Shaf- 
fer 
has 
declined 
to 
accede 
to 


these terms, but It Is thought by 
the combine that he will eventually 
yield. 
The conciliation' committee 


of tho Civic Federation held a meet- 
ing. yesterday at'the Ashland House. 
Samuel Gompers, president of the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor, and Pres- 
ident Mitchell, of the 
United 
Mine 


Workers, frequently called up Pitts- 
burg on the telephone and tried to In- 


' duce Mr. Shaffer and his colleagues to 


yield and thus settle the strike. They 
were also in constant communication 
with Mr. Schwnb by telephone. .When 
tbe conference adjourned Mr. Mitchell 
explained the point reached in the ne- 


' 
Kdtlatlons to be that the proposition 
of the steel corporation has not yet 
been acted upon by tho Amalgamated 
Association, but that the board will 
probably reject It today. Nevertheless 
be expressed hope that the' strike 
would yet be amicably settled, though 
be declined to Indicate how he hoped 
that this would be brought about. Mr. 
Mitchell, while disclaiming that he 
spoke for the committee, and saying 
that he was merely giving Information 
for the accommodation of tho press, 
said: "When all negotiations between 
the Amalgamated -Association and tho

G.OOO feet above Talnganfu, and the 
distance somewhat over sixteen miles. 
About a mile north of the city walls 
is a gate leading to an avenue several 
miles In length, lined with temples, 
convents, holy shrines,'and thousands 
of beggars. The real ascent begins at 
a btono portal at which, according to 
Its Inscription, tho great 
Confucius 


himself halted and turned back 2,600 
years ago, not having had the strength 
to climb the 6,000 stone steps leading 
to the. top. These Tal-schan stairs are 
by far the highest In the world, for, 
taking tho number of steps In one 
story ot an ordinary dwelling to be 
twenty, the number of Tal-schan steps 
equals 300 stories. After climbing the 
6,000'steps the visitor passes through' 
the Gate of Heaven -and stands on 
the large plateau at the summit, which 
Is covered with numerous temples and 
stone monuments.
